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Man Gets $50,000, Kills Couple 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — A young ab­ 
ductor who was paid $50,000 ransom by 
his wealthy boss shot the executive and 
his wife to death in their expensive car, 
then pleaded “Don’t shoot!” before 
surrendering to authorities, the FBI 
says. 
Slain were Sydney Gans, 64, owner of 
a prosperous paper bag company, and 
his 60-year-old wife, Lillian, who had 
been held hostage by the gunman. 
Authorities said the man taken into 
custody was an employe of Gans’ firm, 
but they knew of no animosity between 
the two. 
Police identified the abductor as 
Thomas Knight, 23, of Miami. He was 
charged with two counts of first-degree 
murder. 
FBI Special Agent Ken Whittaker 
said of Gans: “ He decided he wanted 
to get the money and turn it over to the 
gunman because he was afraid about 
his wife.” 
Gans rushed into a downtown Miami 
bank on Wednesday and told the bank 
president that his wife was being held 
by a gunman. He said he needed

The bank officer called the 
FBI and Whittaker and another agent 
rushed to the scene. 
Whittaker said Gans told him the 
gunman was circling the block with 
Mrs. Gans in the couple’s Mercedes- 
Benz. 
The FBI arranged for surveillance of 
the car being driven by Mrs. Gans 
while

Gans placed the $50,000 in a paper 
bag, left the bank and was picked up by 
the abductor and Mrs. Gans. The three 
drove off.

Miami. The abductor then shot each in 
the head and fled into the underbrush 
as police and agents closed in on him, 
authorities said. 
Some 200 lawmen converged on the 
scene and for some five hours used 
helicopters, a small plane, tracker 
dogs and tear gas to flush the gunman 
from his swampy hideout. 


Finally, Dade County Police Sgt. 
Buss Kubik almost stepped on him as a 
seven-m an patrol edged its way 
through waisthigh weeds after lobbing 
tear gas grenades into the under­ 
growth. 
“ He was burrowed into sandy soil on 
his side,” said Kubik. “ I thought he 
might be dead. But I put my gun to his 
head and said, get up, put your hands 
up.’” 
“ Don’t shoot!” the man cried. 
Police said they found nearby the 
$50,000 in ransom and the gun used to 
kill Gans and his wife. 
K night, a slim six-footer, was 
muddied and bruised when pulled from 
the underbrush. Police said he had 
sustained an injury to his right arm. 
He made no audible comment as he 
was manacled and hustled into a police 
car. 
John Shapiro, husband of Gans’ 
daughter Harriet, said the abductor 
was at the company office when Gans 
got there on Wednesday morning. 
“Unfortunately, it appears that he 
(the abductor) meant to kill them all 
along,” said Whittaker. 
Friends described Gans as a rich, 
active sportsman, was one of the 
founding trustees of 
Mount 
Sinai 
Hospital, one of the area’s largest, and 
recently had been presented the Prime 
Minister’s Silver Anniversary Medal 
for aid to Israel.

remain high and unemployment will 
rise in the fight against what one called 
the worst peacetime inflation in the 
nation's history. 


They told the House Banking 
Committee Wednesday that inflation 
was at a dangerously high level, 
although not out of control, and said 
great sacrifices would be required to 
beat it back. 


David P. Eastburn, president of the 
Federal Reserve bank of Philadelphia, 
sa id: “We are in perhaps the worst 
peacetime inflation in our history. 
Unless we begin to unwind inflation, I 
am fearful of the consequences not 
only for the economy but for our entire 
social fabric." 


Eastburn, Alfred Hayes of the New 
York bank and John J. Babes of the 
San Francisco bank said government 
spending should 
be reduced 
to 
eliminate the proposed budget deficit 
for next year. They also said the 
F ederal R eserve should further 
tighten the money supply. 


All stressed that the historically high 
interest rate level —more than 12 per 
cent for banks’ most creditworthy bor­ 
rowers —was a symptom of the in­ 
flation and not the cause. 


Eastburn said the high interest 
likely will continue to choke off in­ 
flationary demands for credit. He 
conceded, however, that the medium 
and low income persons were the ones 
most hurt and that big business 
frequently could find credit somehow 
and just pass the cost along to 
customers. 
He said the burdens of restricted 
credit and compressed job opportunies 
from a tighter monetary policy should

By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
State operations affected by a public 
employes strike were expected to be 
back to normal today after union 
workers accepted a pay proposal and 
removed picket lines from prisons, 
mental hospitals and universities. 
A spokesman for Council 21 of the 
American Federation of State, County 
and Municipal Employes said ab of the 
council’s locals in the state had ac­ 
cepted a 30-cent-an-hour salary boost 
offered by a legislative conference 
committee. 
All picket lines had been withdrawn 
by late Wednesday night, the AFSCME 
said. 
Workers at most medical facilities, 
including the corrections departm ent’s 
treatm en t center for convicts in 
Columbus, began returning to their 
jobs immediately. 
Joe Ashley of the corrections 
department said some employes of the 
six major prisons hit by the strike 
returned to work Wednesday night and 
full complements of workers were ex­ 
pected on duty for the first shift this 
morning. 
The governor’s office said National 
Guard troops sent to the Southern Ohio 
Correctional Facility near Lucasville 
and the lim a State Hospital to fib in 
for striking guards would be with­ 
drawn by late this morning. 
In addition to the prisons and 15 state 


mental facilities, the strike affected 
Kent State and Ohio universities, some 
liquor stores and highway construction 
crews. 
University employes began return­ 
ing to work Wednesday night. The 
liquor stores and highway crews were 
expected to be back at full force today. 
The break in the walkout came

when 
local 
presidents 
agreed ‘‘reluctantly” at a meeting in 
Columbus to accept the pay offer and 
end the strike. 
A short time later, the Teamsters 
Union agreed to the proposal after 
reportedly receiving assurances from 
the state administration that no action 
would be taken against strikers. 
Two state unions which had not 
authorized a strike, the Ohio CivU 
Service Employes Association and the

Association, said their members would 
return to work. 
Jam es Magas, president of Team­ 
sters Local 796 in Cleveland, said he 
received no reprisals promise from 
Joseph Sommer, director of Adminis­ 
trative Services. 
He said Sommer said there would be 
no further suspensions or removal of 
employes who returned on their next 
scheduled shift, unless the employes 
had been involved in criminal acts, 
and that ab fired workers could appeal 
their dismissals.

Hospital pronounced him dead on 
arrival at 6:59 p.m. 
Frazier, a foreman at the E. I. 
DuPont DeNemours plant, Circleville, 
was working with two of his brothers, 
Wayne and Don, when the accident 
occurred. 
He was working from a metal ladder 
while the current remained on, and 
apparently came in contact with a 
metal bar joist.

Britain Backs Makarios; U.N. Aid Sought 


LONDON 
(AP) 
— Armed 
with 
promises of British support, deposed 
President Makarios of Cyprus planned 
to fly to New York today to ask the 
United Nations to condemn the Greek 
military junta for the coup that 
overthrew him. 


The bearded, black-gow ned a r ­ 
chbishop was expected to appear 
before the Security Council on Friday. 


Meanwhile, small-power members 
of the council were circulating a 
proposed resolution reportedly calling 
for the withdrawal from Cyprus of the 
Cypriot National G uard’s Greek of­ 
ficers who led the coup. In effect it also 
expressed opposition to annexation of 
the island by Greece, believed to be the 
object of the coup. 


While Makarios pressed his personal 
crusade, Britain and the United States 
were trying to ease the threat of an 
armed confrontation between Greece 
and Turkey. Even though both the 
easternmost members of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization had put 
their arm ed forces on emergency 
alerts, American military officials in 
Washington said they believed an 
armed clash between the two ancient 
enemies was unlikely. 


P resident 
Nixon 
ordered 
Un­ 
dersecretary of State Joseph J. Sisco 
to fly to london today for talks with 
British and Turkish officials. But in 
contrast to the British government’s 
assurance to Makarios that it con­ 
sidered him the only legitimate presi­ 


dent of Cyprus, the State Department 
said the situation was unclear “and 
therefore, in our view, the question of 
recognition does not arise now." 


T urkish P rem ier Bulent E cevit 
brought 
his 
defense 
and 
interior 
ministers to I/ondon, conferred late 
Wednesday night with Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson and Foreign Secretary 
Jam es Callaghan and prepared to fly 
back 
to

emergency session of the Turkish 
parliament. There was no indication 
what the British told him they would do 
to prevent the 115,000 Turkish Cypriots 
being brought under Greek rule. 


Both Makarios and Ecevit on their 
arrival in london on Wednesday said 
they would seek the restoration of de­ 


mocracy to Cyprus by peaceful means. 
But both made clear that they held the 
ruling military junta in Athens respon­ 
sible for Monday’s coup. 


No more fighting was reported on 
Cyprus. The rebellious National Guard 
and its Greek officers apparently were 
in full control, and the international 
airport at Nicosia, the island’s capital, 
reopened today to regular traffic for 
the first time since the upheaval. 


The Cypriot rebels were reported 
building new defenses along the 
northern coast against attack from 
southern Turkey,

kish troops had been ordered to the 
south coast.

Department said the Turks had armed 
some of their F100 fighter-bombers 
based in southern Turkey and put the 
pilots on a one-hour alert.

But officials in 
Washington interpreted all this as a 
warning to Greece and the coup 
leaders and a demonstration of con­ 
cern for the safety and welfare of the 
Turkish minority on Cyprus. The 
minority lives in enclaves separate 
from the Greek Cypriot majority and 
was not affected by the fighting. 
U. S. officials acknowledged that 
there might be serious trouble if 
Greece or Turkey tried to reinforce the 
small garrisons of fewer than 1,000 
men each that they maintain on 
Cyprus.

Vote Machine 
Ruling Could 
Prove Costly 


.An Ohio Supreme Court 
ruling 
Wednesday that requires two voting 
machines in each precinct to comply 
with a constitutional requirement for 
the rotation of candidates’ names 
could cost Pickaway County an ad­ 
ditional $66,000. 
The county has 46 precincts, ac­ 
cording to the Board of Elections, and 
about 70 voting machines. The ad­ 
ditional 22 machines that may have to 
be added to comply with the ruling 
could cost as much as $3,000 each. 
The Supreme Court decision came in 
a taxpayers’ action case in which John 
L. Roof and Carlos A. Faulkner sought 
to prevent Hardin County com­ 
missioners from entering into con­ 
tracts for the purchase or use of voting 
machines. 
They contended that only paper 
ballots could comply with the con­ 
stitutional requirem ent that can­ 
didates in a general election must have 
their names alternated on ballots so 
that each “shall appear an equal 
number of times at the beginning, at 
the end, and each intermediate place, 
if any, of the group in which such 
names belong.” 
In a 6-1 decision, the court held that 
the only method of machine rotation 
that could be used is the one that 
“achieves the greatest amount of 
rotation.” 
‘ The method employed by Hardin 
County - precinct by precinct rotation - 
was held unconstitutional because of 
the availability of a better method. 
“That method,’’ he said, “consists of 
requiring that even precinct which 
utilizes voting machines be provided 
with at least two, and in any event an 
even number, as distinguished from an 
odd number of voting machines.” 
The local Board of Elections first 
used voting machines in the fall of 
1969. Purchase of the 60 machines was 
$141,691.05, with $113,580 being the 
actual price and $28,111.05 the interest. 
In 1972, IO additional machines were 
purchased at about $2,000 each.

Job-Health Safety Rules, 
Political Action Linked 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Job-health 
researchers say they are getting 
pressure from the I.abor Department 
to tone down their advice on how to 
protect workers from industrial 
poisons. 
The pressure is said to be coming 
from the department’s Occupational 
Safety and 
Health 
Administration, 
center of a new Watergate controversy 
also related to job-health rules. 
OSHA 
officials 
want 
health 
researchers at the Department of 
Health. Education and Welfare to quit 
recommending safe levels for in­ 
dustrial substances that are harmful to 
workers, sources say. 
Presently, HEW researchers issue 
“ criteria documents” for different 
poisons, 
recommending 
specific 
ceilings which they feel will eliminate 
health hazards. OSHA then must 
translate the recommendations into le­ 
gally enforceable standards. 
Critics often charge that OSHA 
swaps lives for profits, and sources say 
this has led OSHA officials to seek an 
end to H EW ’s specific recommen­ 
dations. 
One source inside OSHA said the 
agency’s standards chief, Daniel P. 
Boyd, pressed HEW officials for an 
end to specific recommendations of 
safe levels during a meeting two weeks 
ago. 


The source said some of Boyd's 
subordinates felt it would not be 
proper A spokesman at HEW said 
Boyd’s idea had been rejected because 
the law requires HEW to recommend 
specific ceiling levels. 
The interagency dispute comes at 
the same time as a somewhat related 
controversy sparked when the Senate 
Watergate, committee published 
a 
memorandum written by O SHA’s 
former chief, George C. Guenther. It 
proposed that Nixon fund raisers use 
the agency’s record as a “ selling 
point” with the employers he was 
supposed to be regulating. 
Guenther wrote the memo five 
months before the 1972 election, and 
predicted that no controversial job- 
health proposals would come from his 
agency or HEW during the campaign. 
He also said he intended to clear new 
employes 
with 
the 
Republican 
National Committee, and said he had 
discussed with fund raiser I>ee Nunn 
“ the great potential of OSHA as a sales 
point for fund raising and general 
support by employers.”

Wages have trailed price increases 
for many months now, and some 
economists believe labor won’t be 
content merely to make up lost ground. 
Fearing such a move, Arthur F. 
Burns,

Reserve

chairman, already has suggested a 
return to voluntary wage-price con­ 
trols to restrain increases considered 
dangerous to economic stability. 
Labor, 
however, 
is 
likely 
to 
strenuously oppose any reimposition of 
controls, blaming them for its 
weakened position relative to prices. 
Spendable earnings in May were 4.6 
per cent lower than a year earlier, and 
per capita disposable income was 
lower in the first quarter of 1974 than at 
any time in well over a year. 
Some indicators already reflect an 
acceleration in wage increases. 
Average hourly 
earnings for the 
private, nonfarm economy, to cite an 
example, rose at a yearly rate of 11.7 
pei cent rn the second quarter, double 
the first-quarter rate. 
Increasing wage pressures might be 
felt as the year wears on. The First 
National City Bank notes that fewer 
than IO per cent of some 5.2 million 
workers scheduled for collective 
bargaining this year settled in the first 
quarter. 
Ironically, higher wages could be 
both cause and effect of higher prices, 
since cost of living increases already 
are written into many major con­ 


tracts. First City estimates that 
escalator clauses aion*- could add 5 per 
t ent to v.ages tills year.

Everyone says it’s “ all nerves." 
These sensations make me nervous, 
but I don’t believe that nerves alone 
are the cause. 
Mr. J. A.M., N J. 
Dear Mr. M.: 
I don’t know who the authoritive 
“ everyone” is, but surely no physician 
would dismiss the symptoms you 
describe by casually saying, “ It’s all 
nerves." 
As you know, I do not become in­ 
volved in speculation about symptoms 
because symptoms of different con­ 
ditions so often resemble each other 
and readers can become confused. 
Were I listening to your story as your 
doctor I would be tempted to think rn 
terms of hypoglycemia (low blood 
sugar) as a cause. 
Of course, this is a guess. It has no 
validity in terms of your problem. 
Why, then, do I state it? I do so to 
emphasize that neither my guess as a 
doctor or that of your friends can 
possibly substitute for the reliable 
opinion of your own physician after a 
thorough examination. 


The emotions can be responsiole for 
a great many conditions and doctors 
recognize their importance in the 
interpretation 
of 
all 
physical 
problems. Yet the diagnosis of 
“ nerves" is never made until a 
thorough examination completely 
rules out physical factors.

I assume that you mean X-rays of 
the esophagus for pernicious anemia. 
Many people become anxious even 
about repeated X-ray studies of the 
lungs or the teeth.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — The 
mist dampened the cemetery lawn as 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles G. Himsel 
arrived with bags full of fresh, white 
bread. 
Geese honked greetings as the 
friendly couple invaded the birds’ wet 
playground one Sunday. 
The humans shivered. The geese 
honked louder than before as the mist 
became a dismal rain that wetted 
everything near the lake in the Spring 
Grove cemetery. 
The geese didn’t still their horns 
until the Himsels started feeding the 
birds pieces of bread. 
“Should have brought more bread,” 
Mrs. Himsel said, “but we left our 
home with 
loaves. We thought that 
would be enough.” 
It wasn’t, though. For one thing, the 
crowd of moochers quickly grew from 
25 to 35. 
Luckily, about 25 ducks preferred to 
swim in the rain and never joined the 
bread line. Himsel said he couldn’t 
understand that. 
“It’s usually the reverse,” the 61- 
year-old Himsel remarked. 
‘We’ve 
never been able to fill the ducks before. 
The geese seldom eat much of our 
bread because they’re not all that 
hungry.” 
The Canadian geese which have 
taken refuge in the cemetery normally 
make one flight daily to the Cincinnati 
Zoo for food, he said. 
“ I don’t believe the ducks make the 
trip,” he added. “ I’m not too sure the 
mallards and white ducks can fly that 
far.” 
Whatever the reason the ducks 
passed up the Himsel’s bread this 
Sunday. The couple said that hasn’t 
happened with the more than 700 
loaves they’ve brought after church 
each Sunday. 
‘‘We’ve been coming here after 
church each Sunday now for more than 
seven years,” said Mrs. Himsel, 60. 


Her husband, a mail carrier for 15 
years, said they like to think they help 
the ducks and geese, especially in the 
winter. 
“In the summer,” he said, “we’ve 
seen people bring everything from 
cookies to ice cream for the birds, but 
not too many of those people come 
back when ifs winter.” 
The Himsels, soft of voice when 
talking to the cemetery birds, have 
four dogs and two cats at their home. 
They make no bones about their fond­ 


ness of pets. 
Mrs. Himsel said she worked for £ 
years at a tourist home in Sharonvill* 
and helped to take care of two dogs, 3,r 
canaries and a monkey. 
She admits to one worry . 
“I don’t know how we can continue 
coming here every Sunday with brear 
if the price goes to a dollar a loaf, a.1 
the government spokesman said ii 
might.”

WASHINGTON < AP> — Top aides of 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford, 
reviewing the mounting expenses of 
his cross-country travels, have 
decided the Republican National 
Committee has been paying more of 
the cost than is fair 
From now on, they say, the GOP will 
only pick up the tab for that portion of 
a trip directly related to politics. In the 
past, the party has paid for all of any 
trip that included a political ap­ 
pearance. 
When Ford flew last month to the Air 
Force Academy in Colorado Springs, 
Colo., then stopped at a GOP fund­ 
raiser in Columbus, Ohio, on the way 
home, the party paid for the whole 
thing, the aides say. 
Ford’s basic policy is that the 
government pays for official trips, 
peeches to organizations, dedications 
T hospitals or dams and speeches to 
“ gislatures. The party pays for politi- 
al trips and picks up the tab for his 
taff on rest stops. 
An examination of Ford’s bills and 
eceipts, made available to The 
Associated Press by press secretary 
ml Miltich, confirms that the (TOP 
ommittee has picked up thousands of 
dollars in costs over the past few 
months beyond those from strictly 
political ventures. 
“ The basic rule was that, if any stop 
on a trip was political, the trip was 
political,” says L. William Seidman, 
Ford's assistant for management. 
We wanted to make sure the gov- 
rnment didn’t pay for anything 
political” 
But Seidman, who has been in 
barge of making 
Ford's vice 
presidential operation more efficient, 
discovered that the national com­ 
mittee was often pay ing the cost, but 
riot getting any reimbursement.

caused primarily by decisions of the 
Nixon administration to impose price 
controls last year. 
In a year that could only be termed a 
giant step forward for .American 
agriculture, both U.S. farm prices and 
that all important net farm income 
moved up a third in value” Butz said. 
Farm exports almost doubled rn value. 
Yet. it was not a year of unmixed 
blessings for all farmers; the weather 
saw to that, as did the fuel crisis, the 
fertilizer shortage, and the rising costs 
of production” 
At the other end of the food chain, 
Butz said, consumers saw food prices 
rise sharply. 
“ Worse, they saw the kind of market 
disruptions which can be brought 
about by inserting price-freezing 
monkey w Tenches into our finely tuned 
machinery of supply and demand,” 
Butz told Nixon. 
“ We learned once more than when 
you take away the opportunity for a 
man to make a profit and take away 
the hope and expectation that he can 
keep some of that profit for himself, 
you have taken away the essential 
ingredient that makes U.S. agriculture 
work and that w hich makes it the envy 
of the world,” he said. 
Butz had opposed last year’s price 
curbs and has spoken out frequently 
about their effects on farm output, 
particularly on livestock production. 
These effects, he has said, still are 
being felt and were partly responsible 
for large backlogs of cattle which. 
when they did move to market, caused 
prices to plummet during the spring. 
‘‘livestock output fell during the 
year, largely due to uncertainty which 
resulted from government's in­ 
terference in the market place,” Butz 
said in his report to Nixon.

“ America is a real gamble,” said 
Tim Hart, a guitarist who moved out of 
the folk pubs to help start Steeleye in 
19t>9. “ You lay out a lot of money. If 
audiences don’t like you, you lose. But 
if you break in America, the rewards 
are much bigger.” 
On three previous American tours, 
Steeley e was a supporting act. a band 
to put on before headliners like Proeoi 
Harum or Jethro Tull. They are head­ 
lining most of their dates this year, 
going down well with audiences and 
collecting favorable reviews. 
Steeleye — five men and Maddy 
Prior’s clear, soaring soprano — 
applies the idiom of electronic rock to 
English traditional music. They play 
reels and rounds and sing pastoral 
ballads in five-part harmony with 
electric fiddle, three amplified guitars 
and rums. The name. Steeleye Span, is 
that of a hard-eyed wagoneer in an old, 
country tune. 
The band has had three chart-rated 
albums in England and turned an 
unaccompanied I .atm chant into a 
successful single there last Christmas.

It is not just artistic compulsion that 
carries British bands to America. 
There are very real financial limits in 
England, said Hart; only a handful of 
performers can sell more than IOO.(HH) 
albums, a small number by American 
standards, and few halls outside of 
london seat more than 2,500 people. 
Two months on the road and you hit 
every stop worth making. 
“ No matter how big you are, you 
can’t really make that much money in 
England,” he said. “ One major suc­ 
cess in America and you can live the 
rest of your life.” 
Hart, 2ti, pulled a silver tobacco tin 
from his pocket and rolled a few 
strands of Boar’s Head into a neat, thin 
cigarette. “ Damp tobacco,” he an­ 
nounced. “ Better for you.” 
Steeleye lost $45,000 on its first three 
American tours, he said, money 
fronted by their record company and 
recouped by last Christmas’ hit single. 
This trip. he said, they may break 
even, could make some money and 


might just break out big. 
Some of the signs are already there: 
hotel clerks’ no longer ask three times 
for the .spelling of "Steeleye;” there 
was a press party in New York, the 
first for the band in the city; and they 
are headlining, which Hart said could 
mean the difference between a $5,(MX) 
concert fee and the $750 paid sup­ 
porting acts. 
But it is still Holiday Inns and Hertz 
cars this trip; there are no limousines 
waiting at airports, not yet.

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Tiny Catawba Island Is 
State's Smallest Park 
$ 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Ohio has 62 state 
parks, but most Ohioans are familiar 
with only a few of the parks and the 
opportunities for outdoor recreation 
that they offer. This is one of a series of 
stories designed to make Ohioans 
more aware of what their state parks 
have to offer. 
Ohio’s smallest state park offers a 
bundle of relaxation in the middle of 
one of the state’s most popular 
playground areas. 
( atawha Island State Park, a nine- 
acre mecca on the I^ake Erie shoreline 
north-east of Port Clinton, provides a 
good starting point for a tour of the 
I .ake Erie islands vacation land. 
The park, on the western shore of the 
(’atawha peninsula, is a perfect spot to 
picnic while waiting for a ferry boat to 
get to one of the fascinating Bass 
islands, or to Kelleys Island. 
Catawba’s picnic area, on a knoll 
overlooking the lake, is peaceful and is 
an excellent spot to watch yachts and 
large sailboats go in and out of 
Catawba Harbor. 
Although Catawba has no camping 
facilities itself, it has a huge parking 
area that serves people planning to 
camp at Catawba’s sister state parks, 
South Bass Island and Kelleys Island. 
We get a lot of boaters who park 
their cars and trailers here, use our 
launching ramp to put their boats in 
and head for either Kelleys or South 
Bass to camp,” said Reggie Langford, 
the manager at Catawba. 
I.angford, who recently moved to the 
I^ake Erie Island parks from an 
assistant manager’s post at Delaware 
State Park in Delaware County north 
of Columbus, also serves as the park 
manager for Kelleys and South Bass 
islands state parks. 
“ I really like it here,” he says. “ It’s 
nice to be able to live and work in an 
area that’s another man’s vacation 
land.” 
A popular attraction at Catawba is 
its huge fishing pier which juts out 
several hundred feet into I.ake Erie. 
Fishermen flock to the pier year- 
round for good size catches of perch 
and catfish. 
“ It’s well known in this area as a 
good perch pier,’’ said assistant 
manager R. V. Stuckey, a lifelong 
resident of the Erie County area. 
The D a r k 's boat launching facilitv is 
heavily used during the boating season 


fr o m April to September.

A short distance north of the park at 
the point of Catawba Island Peninsula, 
ferries depart on the hour daily for 
South Bass and Kelleys islands. 
If you want to visit the islands and 
plan to take your auto on Saturday or 
Sunday during the summer, get to the 
ferry landing early. When the traffic 
gets heavy ifs nearly impossible to get 
same day roundtrip service. 
If you don’t want to take your car to 
the islands, probably the best way to 
explore them is by bicycle or golf cart. 
Both can be rented at several places on 
the islands, with daily or hourly rates 
available. 
Two of the more popular tourist 
attractions on South Bass Island are 
Perry’s Victory and International 
Peace Memorial and Heineman’s 
Winery. 
Visitors can get a panoramic view of 
the 
I .ake 
Erie 
islands 
and 
the 


mainland by taking the elevator to the 
top of the 32-story Perry monument, 
which is operated by the National Park 
Service. 
The 
memorial 
com­ 
memorates 
Commodore 
Oliver 
Perry’s naval victory over a British 
fleet in the Battle of I .ake Erie in the 
War of 1812. 
Kelleys Island offers the world- 
famous glacial grooves, limestone 
rocks which were carved and shaped 
into long, smooth troughs by con­ 
tinental glaciers more than a million 
years ago. The grooves, subject of 
extensive studies by geologists, are the 
largest in the world. 
Along with the other state parks, 
there are state and national wildlife 
refuges, amusement 
parks and 
restaurants within a few miles of 
Catawba Island State Park. 
One of the biggest attractions is 
Cedar 
Point, 
the 
sprawling 
amusement center north of Sandusky. 
Maps and other literature are 
available at the Catawba park office 
for tourists visiting the I .ake Erie 
resort area. 
Catawba is 35 miles east of Toledo, 
80 miles west of Cleveland, and 145 
miles north of Circleville.

iQ .) I have a joint bank account with 
my son. Are we each taxed on one-half 
of the interest received? 
(A.) No. You are taxed on the in­ 
terest in proportion to the amount you 
each contributed to the joint account. 
For example, if you contributed all the 
money in the account, you would be 
taxed on all of the interest. 


lQ . I My mother lives with us. Her 
income consists of tax-free social 
security benefits and a small pension. 
Can I claim her as a dependent? 
I A.) Yes. In general, you can claim 
your mother as a dependent if she had 
gross income of less than $750 (tax- 
exempt income, such as social security 
benefits, is not included in the $750 
gross income test) and you furnished 
more than half of her total support.

The agents also will get a com­ 
mission of five per cent, or 2H cents, 
for each 50-cent ticket sold. Each 
ticket represents a chance for a cash 
prize for the purchaser of anywhere 
from $20 to $1 million. 
If estimates hold true, 5 per cent of a 
year’s ticket sales statewide would be 
about $6.5 million. Sales are expected 
to gross some $130 million, Kirkland 
said. 
If there were 12,000 agents, each 
would average earnings of $541.66— 
although many would get a lot more, 
and some not as much. 
Sen. Ronald Mottl, D—24 Parma, the 
chief sponsor of the lottery' proposal in 
the legislature, said his research into 
lotteries in other states indicate super­ 
markets are “ far and away” the 
leading sellers of tickets. 
This surprised some lawmakers who 
said they expected bars and taverns to 
be the top sellers. They fought hard 
against the new state law that made it 
permissible for the holders of state 
liquor permits to sell tickets. The

state of intoxication. 
Kirkland said the commission plans 
to have a drawing for the top $1 million 
prize about once every six weeks—or 
after the sale of each 30 million tickets.

Weekly 
drawings also will provide two winners 
of $60,000, while each of IO socalled 
“ finalists” in the Buckeye 300 drawing 
will receive $15,000.

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Price Hikes Passed On 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Top officials 
in the Agriculture Department say 
recent farm price increases soon will 
be translated into higher costs at 
wholesale and retail levels and that 
consumers should get used to the idea 
that markets set prices according to 
supply and demand. 
“ We are currently trying to tell 
urban people about the market forces 
that have boosted food prices,” 
Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
Clayton K. Yeutter told an Indiana au­ 
dience. 
“ We would like consumers to see 
them as clearly as we see them and 
accept the need to let supply and 
demand forces work toward a long­ 
term solution," Yeutter said Tuesday. 
At the White House later that day. 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
said much the same thing in explaining 
to newsmen how farm prices have 
dropped since last winter but now are 
rising again because of improved 
demand and some reduction in supply. 
Butz said the July wholesale price 
index will show substantial gains for 
farm products when it is released next 
month and that “ some very adverse” 
publicity will result. The implication 
will be that farm prices are big con­ 
tributors to the over-all rise in in­ 
flation, the secretary said. 
Butz provided figures showing that 
the farm price index dropped 18.7 per 
cent from last Feb. 15 to June 15 and 
averaged below a year earlier at mid- 
June. Meanwhile, farm expense?- rose 
4.4 per cent during the same four- 
month period and on June 15 were 13.7 
per cent above a year earlier. 
Now, because of recent increases for 
cattle, hogs, grain and some other 
commodities, the farm price index will 
be up again for July, meaning that 
further upward pressure will be put on 
consumer food prices, Butz said. 
When farm prices drop and then rise 
again, he said, there is a tendency to 
notice the climb and ignore some other 
parts of the economic picture. For 
example, farm prices make up less 
than 14 per cent of the government’s 
wholesale price index. 
By contrast, industrial prices 
comprise 68 per cent of the wholesale 
indicator. Those prices continued to 
climb while farm prices were drop­ 
ping, Butz said.

MANSFIELD, Ohio (AP)— William

He said the cathedral advanced 
$80,000 to Templeton “ for development 
of his grass cutter, and now they do not 
want to repay it." 
McDonald said the cathedral has not 
taken over the Templetons’ property 
but has it in trust under terms of the 
agreement signed by the couple. 
Mrs. Templeton. 69. said she and her 
husband, w ho previously supported the 
cathedral, thought they had a revo­ 
cable trust, “ but when we went to get 
our property, they wouldn't let us have 
it."

Picketing Slated 
At Bengals Camp 


WILMINGTON. Ohio (A F) - The 
Cincinnati Bengals training camp, the 
only National Football league camp 
not picketed by the striking NFL 
Players Association, was to have a 
picket line early today. 
The camp, called by players 
representatives "one of the weakest 
links" rn the three-week-old NT LPA 
strike, has been under the close 
scrutiny by union leaders. 
Six national representatives from 
the N FLPA arrived in Cincinnati 
Wednesday to begin mapping plans to 
strengthen the strike here 
Three of the seven members of the 
NFLPA Executive Board, along with 
three other striking players, met with 
striking Bengal veterans Wednesday 
night. After a two and one-half-hour 
debate they emerged with the an­ 
nouncement that picket lines would go 
up today. 
"The Cincinnati Bengals players 
have said that they intend to set up 
picket lines,” announced Alan Page, a 
Minnesota Vikings tackle and member 
of the NFLPA executive board. 
Arriving with Page earlier were two 
other board members, Ed Podolak, 
running back for the Kansas City 
Chiefs, and I-arry Brown of the 
Washington Redskins. 


Brow n said NT LPA officials w ere 
also going to investigate rumors that 
Bengals Head Coach and General 
Manager Paul Brown was engaging in 
unfair labor practices to keep players 
in training camp 
"W e’re going to check rumors that 
(General Manager) Brown has given 
players bonuses to come to camp and 
guarantees of starting positions," he 
said. 
The players' representative did not 
reveal the source of the rumors. 
He said that the NFLPA considers 
the Bengals strike "one of the weakest 
links in the strike.” 
There were 18 striking veterans at 
the 
Wednesday 
night 
meeting. 
Bengals' players representative Pat 
Matson declined comment on the 
planned picket line. 
Until the meeting, the striking 
Bengals had publicly announced that 
they felt that honoring the strike by not 
reporting to camp was sufficient 
support.

The division receives no general tax 
revenues. Its budget deprives entirely 
from hunting and fishing license fees 
and Ohio’s share of federal taxes on 
firearms and ammunition. 
Yet fisheries and wildlife research, 
propagation, preservation and habitat 
improvements benefit all Ohioans, 
division personnel say. 
Wildlife lands managed for fall 
hunting also provide habitat that 
supports many species appreciated by 
non hunting bird watchers, nature 
lovers, hikers and others who do not 
contribute to upkeep of the areas. 
So in June 1972, the division-amid 
much publicity and fanfare-offered for 
sale at $5 each the state’s first wildlife 
stamp. 
Designed by an Ohio artist and 
showing two cardinals, the state bird, 
the stamp went on sale rn at least one 
location in all 88 counties. 
People who love wildlife but do not 
help finance wildlife programs could 
contribute through voluntary purchase 
of the stamps, officials noted. 
Some 48,000 stamps were printed, 
about one year’s supply, according to 
preliminary sale estimates. 
Two years later a grand total of 2.200 
stamps have been sold. 
The program has been such a bust, 
wildlife officials concede, that stamps 
distributed to state parks for sale have 
been returned to Columbus and park 
distribution halted. 
Ironically, sportsmen appear to be 
buy ing a large share of the stamps. 
Although only one in 689 visitors 
buys a stamp at the Migratory Bird 
Center near Crane Creek State Park, 
for example, 50 per cent of those who 
do make the purchase are sportsmen 
who also pay $4 to hunt and fish each 
year, statistics indicate.

NFL Negotiations 
To Resume Friday 


WASHINGTON

- 
Rep­ 
resentatives of the National Football 
I Teague’s ow ners and players are 
expected to resume negotiations, 
probably 
Friday, after a union 
proposal that marathon sessions begin 
to resolve their labor dispute and end 
the 18-day strike. 
Reliable reports indicate the two 
warring parties w ill meet with federal 
mediator James Scearce Friday 
morning, but there has been no con­ 
firmation from anyone involved. 
The meeting would be the first since 
a seven-hour session last Friday which 
proved fruitless. Scearce had said, 
however, he was encouraged by what 
he called the "more constructive at­ 
titude on both sides.” 
He had asked that the owner and 
player 
representatives 
recess 
negotiations, begun March 21, and 
‘‘reconsider and reevaluate their 
positions.” 
Early in the week, both sides said 
they wanted to resiune negotiations to 
end the strike, which began July I. 
The walkout has caused cancellation 
of the College All-Star Game and 
threatened the exhibition season, 
scheduled to begin July 27 in Canton, 
Ohio, with the Hall of Fame game 


between the St. Louis Cardinals and 
Buffalo Bills. 
At a news conference Wednesday, 
the NFL Players Association proposed 
that talks with club owners be resumed 
round-the-clock. 
Bill Curry of the Houston Oilers, 
NFLPA president, said if negotiations 
under the auspices of the federal 
mediator fail, the association would be 
willing to send all but its so-called free­ 
dom issues to binding arbitration. 
However, he said the freedom issues 
should be given to a five-member blue- 
ribbon commission, 
including one 
newsman, for recommendations. 
Recommendations would not be 
binding. 
Curry said the players would not go 
to training camp until there is a signed 
collective bargaining agreement, 
meaning the veterans would not report 
even if all but the freedom issues are 
resolved.

Still Seek Leads In Officer’s Death 
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Ohioan Faces Death Penalty 
CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - City 
police, aided by the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and other agencies, 
today continued to try to find a solid 
lead in the fatal shooting of Patrolman 
David Cole. 
Cole, 24, was gunned down early 
Wednesday while apparently at­ 
tempting to halt burglary suspects in 
the city’s Walnut Hills section. 
Police said they detained 22 persons 
fitting a general description of two 
suspects of the break-in attempt after 
the shooting. The descriptions were 


given by residents who saw the in­ 
cident. 
All were later released, according to 
Police Chief Carl Goodin. 
An autopsy showed that Cole was hit 
by one bullet in the stomach, one in the 
back and one in the mouth. Another 
may have struck a two-way radio 
microphone on 
his 
chest. 
The 
microphone was found shattered, ten 
feet from the body. 
Police said Cole’s gun had been fired 
four times. They said he had not been 
shot with his own weapon. 


Cole had responded to the burglary 
call, Goodin said, and had stopped 
some distance from the store. Police 
officers at the store reported they 
heard three shots, a pause, then three 
or four more. 
Cole was found 200 yards from the 
store. 
“ Young Patrolman Cole was wan­ 
tonly shot down by strangers,” Chief 
Goodin said. “ Killers of armed police 
officers are desperate and extremely 
dangerous.” 
Five officers have been assigned to 


the case, Goodin reported. Fourteen 
officers from Cole’s district have 
reportedly volunteered their off days 
to the investigation. 
Police described the suspects as two 
black men 18 to 25 years old. 
Cole had joined the police force in 
1969 as a cadet and became a 
patrolman two years ago. Goodin said 
Cole recently moved to a new home 
with his wife, Cheryl. 
Cole’s father was a veteran city 
policeman. He was out of state on a 
vacation at the time of the incident. 


LO UISVILLE,Ga. (AP) — An Army 
enlisted man from Columbus, Ohio, 
has been sentenced to die in the 
electric chair for the April slaying of 
Fredger L. Stapleton of Wrens, Ga. 
Spec. 4 William Neal Moore was 
sentenced by Judge Walter

nesday. McMillan set the date of 
execution for Sept. 13. 
Under Georgia law, the sentence will 
lie appealed automatically to the state 
Supreme Court. 


Moore pleaded guilty to charges of 
murder and armed robbery. Stapleton, 
in his 80s, was shot several times with 
a .38-caliber pistol, authorities said. 
They said $5,700 and a shotgun were 
taken from his residence.

Voting Rule 
Cost Eyed

the Ohio Supreme Court decision 
requiring at least two and an otherwise 
even number of voting machines in 
every precinct could prove to bt' an 
expensive order. 


In Franklin County alone, officials 
said the decision 
apparently 
will 
require 
purchase 
of 
about 300 
machines. 


Harold Holzworth, director of the 
Franklin County Board of Elections, 
pointed out that this is because each of 
the 300 precincts now has only three 
machines, so each precinct will have to 
be provided one more in order to 
comply with the court order. 


There are 30 one-machine precincts 
in the county, but a decision already 
had been made to put second machines 
in those precincts, Holzworth said. 
The court held there must be an even 
number of machines to comply with a 
requirement that candidates names be 
rotated on ballots from top to bottom, 
machine to machine. 
It held as unconstitutional the 
procedure followed in Hardin County 
where names were rotated precinct to 
precinct. 


Start Program 
O f Health Cost 
Containment 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Department of Health announced 
Wednesday it will participate in a 
federal program to help contain health 
care costs. 
Director John J. Cashman said his 
department will review all health 
facility expenditure proposals to in­ 
sure that federal funds are not being 
wasted.

Health Column I 
Not all of the credit for the modem 
public health system belongs to the 
state and local organization. 
Modem medicine has been the key 
factor in launching man down the road 
to long life and safe surroundings. 
Without the hundreds of miracle drugs 
and new clinical techniques used to 
curb disease, all of the organizations 
and societies that man could organize 
would be of little value. 
We owe our very existence to those 
that have developed the like of 
penicillin, streptomycine, polio vac­ 
cine, etc. 
Necessity has been the prime mover 
of human progress. That is to say that 
something drastic had to happen 
before enough interest was stimulated 
to cause public reaction. 
Society seems to paint itself into a 
comer, awakens at the eleventh hour, 
then gets down to the nitty gritty of 
bailing out the boat. So far the boat has 
remained afloat. So it was with the 
people of Ohio in the early days. 
Health was something taken for 
granted. Disaster struck. 
The public health concepts of today 
were spawned during the great flu 
epidemic of 1919. A few changes to the 
basic policy have been made down 
through the years, but for the most 
part the legislation enacted during that 
crisis guides us very effectively today. 
The basic wisdom of the Hughes 
Health District Act remains as the 
guiding light. From all indications it 
will remain so for another half cen­ 
tury. 
Our State Department of Health is 
the “ big brother” to each of the local 
departments. Some of the functions 
performed by the state are: federal 
agency 
coordination, 
legislative 
sponsor, 
legal 
service, 
health 
education, environmental protection, 
medical evaluation, to name only a 
few. 
The state remains very responsive to 
the county departments. 
That is the main ingredient in the 
success of the entire public health 
organization. If we at the county level 
need assistance a simple phone call 
will generally bring big brother to out­ 
side for action. However, the state will 
carry the ball only so far. The system 
is designed for a great deal of self, or 
home, rule. 
This home rule philosophy is the 
heart of the Hughes Act. Who would 
know better than the local population 
what takes to solve their problems? 
The solution to a problem in this 
county may only serve to compound 
that problem in another area. 
That is why the county health effort 
was given a great degree of autonomy 
and divorced from the political 
elements as far as was possible 
without 
removing 
it 
from 
the 
protective shield of state sponsorship. 
Our county health systems are as 
close to a true public service as one 
can get. 
The District Advisory Council is the 
first level in the local health structure. 
This council is composed of the 
chairman of each township board of 
trustees and the mayor of each village. 
These people are generally longtime 
residents of their locale. 
Thus they are familiar with what is

happening in their areas of respon­ 
sibility. They are grass roots types, 
very responsive to local conditions and 
issues. Most important, they are easily 
accessable to the public. 
As a group the council sets the pace 
and direction of the county health 
effort This group holds the purse 
strings. From townships and villages 
comes the funds to pay the County 
Health Departments bills 
The members of the council are 
elected to office. You have, through 
your vote, a direct say in health 
matters. 
Next we meet the County Board of 
Health. The five people that form the 
board are appointed, and work directly 
for, the council. 
Like the council the board members 
are local residents of the county, grass 
roots at heart and very interested rn 
the health and welfare of the com­ 
munity. Here we have the power and 
action people who see to it that the 
county program is up to snuff. They 
meet at least once a month in formal 
session. 
The president of the board is elected 
from internal voting of the board. The 
presidency generally rotates from 
year to year to each of the members. 
Term of office is five years, for each 
person. Reappointment to concurrent 
terms is not uncommon. The meetings 
are open to the public, by the way, so 
plan to attend. You will be pleasantly 
.surprised. 
Next time we will see a beginning of 
the local department and how your tax 
dollar is put to work by the Advisory 
Council and the Board of Health. 
One thing to remember, all of these 
people are either elected or appointed 
thru your vote. 
Use the organization and its people 
to your advantage. After all, you have 
paid for it.

NEW YORK (AP) — The nation’s 
housing and mortgage slump has 
grown into the worst on record, ac­ 
cording to some bankers and builders. 
Inflation and tight money have 
crippled banks' ability to provide 
mortgages. Building m aterial costs 
have skyrocketed and supplies are 
tight. 
Bankers in Boston and Seattle say 
they’re out of money for mortgages 
and a contractor in Annapolis, Md. 
complained recently he couldn’t find 
nails for carpentry work. 
With most consumers now largely 
priced out of the housing mortgage 
markets, John M. Wetmore, director 
of economics and research at the 
Mortgage Banks Association, 
said 
many banks now extend mortgage 
credit only to top executives of com­ 
panies which do business at the bank. 
“Sure it’s discriminatory,” he said, 
but added that there seems no other 
way to distribute what little money a 
bank has to lend in mortgages. 
One such local VIP, who declined to 
be quoted by name, recently bought a 
$50,000-plus home in Glenwood, 111., a 
Chicago suburb. He was a general 
manager of a local business, and had 
tried eight lending institutions before 
one finally gave him a 7.8 per cent 
mortgage. 
“I got my mortgage through what 
you might call influence peddling.’ 
The bank told me the mortgage 
market was tight and I told them I’d 
help them to a certain extent with a 
savings deposit. I used money and 
clout,” he said. 
Ifs an ugly picture for most other 
home shoppers. 
The Commerce Department says 
home building declined 11.1 per cent in 
May from the previous month, and 38 
per cent from a year ago. Building 
permits for the nation declined 43 per 
cent in May from a year ago, and 
reached the lowest level since April 
1967. I^ast year, 2.06 million permits 
were issued, but this year, according 
to Michael Sumichrast. economist for 
the National Association of Homt 
Builders, the figure will be more like 
1.45 million.

m ust 
pay 
anywhere from 2-5 per cent above the 
bank prime lending rate, which now 
stands at about 12 per cent at most 
banks. Smaller contractors often pay 
even more. The higher interest rate 
translates into a bigger price tag on a 
new home. The cost of the average new 
home has jumped nearly $20,000 since 
1970. 
In an effort to relieve the situation, 
the Nixon administration last May 
committed up to $10.3 billion in credit 
to bolster the nation’s sagging m ort­ 
gage and home building markets. 
Some of that money, to be raised on the 
open m arkets rather than from the 
U.S. Treasury, will be channeled into 
the hard-pressed savings and loan 
associations that provide much of the 
nation’s mortgage money. Much of the 


rest will be used to subsidize lower 
interest rates through existing Federal 
Housing Administration home mort­ 
gage insurance programs. 
Bank mortgage loans are hard to get 
anywhere, and in some places vir­ 
tually nonexistent. Through May, the 
nation’s savings and loan associations 
granted $18.18 billion in loans to home 
buyers, down a whopping 20.4 per cent 
from the comparable period last year. 


In terest rates on conventional 
mortgages for both new and previously 
occupied single family houses in June 
averaged 8.84 per cent, according to 
the Federal Home Ixian Bank Board. 


The board said rates for new homes 
compared with 8.74 in May and 7.79 per 
cent in June 1973. For previously oc­ 
cupied houses, the earlier rates were 
8.67 and 7.79 per cent. 


But the range varies widely from 
state to state, depending on local usury’ 
laws designed to prevent lenders from 
charging excessive interest rates. 
In eight states, Illinois, Ohio, New 
York, Missouri, Minnesota, Alabama, 
Verm ont and West V irginia, the 
highest interest allowed by usury laws 
is 8-8u2 per cent. 
By contrast, Virginia sets no ceiling 
on interest rates. In Wyoming and 
Utah it is 18 per cent and in Rhode 
Island, 21 per cent. 
Bankers argue that housing and 
mortgage activity is at its lowest in 
those states where usury laws are 
toughest. The laws designed to protect 
the consumer have rebounded against 
him, they say, and should be repealed. 
“ Banks have just stopped making 
new m ortgages,” said a spokesman for 
the Savings Bank Association of New 
York. From a peak of $4.9 billion in 
mortgage commitments in April 1973, 
the association says savings banks in 
New York had commitments of only 
$3.15 billion as of May 31, 1974.

That process, spurred by inflation 
and the Federal Reserve’s tight money 
policies, has largely dried up the tradi­ 
tional sources of mortgage loans. In 
the last three months alone, New York 
State’s savings banks suffered an 
outflow of some $740 million. The 
state’s banks had net outflows in all 


but three of the last 13 months. 
Tight money policies have sent the 
federal government scrambling with 
industry for the few dollars that can be 
raised in the nation’s credit markets. 
An Associated Press survey of banks 
in a number of major cities showed 
few, if any, rolling out the welcome 
m at for mortgage shopper. 
Shortages of building materials and 
skyrocketing m aterial prices have 
dogged the industry and driven the 


price of the average home beyond 
reach of many. The median price of a 
new American home now is $41,000. 
I .ast year, it was $32,000, and in 1970 
$23,400. 
Material costs and shortages are 
named the number one problem for 
home builders in a recent survey by 
the National Association of Home 
builders. The problem had never been 
mentioned before in 25 years of such 
surveys.

NEW YORK (AP) - Tony 
Musante happened to be 
sitting in his agent’s office in 
Los Angeles a few weeks ago 
when the phone rang.

newspaper and magazine 
reader, said he’ll spend the 
next few weeks reading all he 
can about it to prepare for his 
role. 
The actor, a Bridgeport, 
Conn., native whose only con­ 
nection with the military was 
as an Army Reserve clerk- 
typist in the pre-Vietnam era, 
was asked how he felt when 


Calley, 31, was convicted in 
1971. 
“ I personally feel that 
justice was not done at the 
trial," Musante said. “ By his 
own admission, I know the 
man did kill. Do I think this is 
right? No, of course not. 
“ On the other hand, I know 
other people killed at My Lai 
rn a similar manner. I’m not 
going to say he’s a scapegoat, 
but it didn’t sit well with me 
that he was one man singled 
out, regardless of whatever 
he’s like.” 
Musante, who portrayed a 
cop of many disguises in the 
since-canceled “ Tom a” 
series on ABC, said he has no 
qualms of any kind about 
portraying Calley.

An exhibition of coverlets by 
American craftsmen will begin 
Tuesday at the Chillicothe and Ross 
County Public Library. An Open House 
will bt* held from 7 to 9 p.m., to mark 
the opening of the exhibit, according to 
Marie Louise Sheehan, 
Library 
Director. 
Coverlets belonging to Chillicothe- 
area families will be displayed and the 
open house will be highlighted by 
coverlets whose histories are known 
with family members present to 
discuss them. Some of the coverlets 
being displayed belong to Mrs. John 
Kellenberger, Mrs. Edward Fuller, 
and Mrs. Melvin Johnson. This is 
sponsored locally by the Ohio Arts 
Council and is being circulated 
nationally by the Smithsonian Institute 
in Washington, D.C. 
Coverlets differ from quilts in that 
the formet were woven and the latter 
stitched. Both forms of craftwork were 
made of wool, linen or cotton. 
The word “coverlet" comes from the 
Old French “ couvir" (to cover) and 
"lit" (bed). 
According to Grace Cooper, curator 
of textiles of the Smithsonian’s 
National Museum of History and 
Technology, the coverlets made in the 
18th and 19th centuries were woven on 
looms 
with designs 
limited 
to 
geometric patterns. These patterns 
were given such fanciful names as 
"W heel 
of 
Fortune," 
"London 
Beauty," and “ Lover’s Knot." 
In addition to the coverlets, all from 
the Smithsonian’s collection, the 
exhibition includes 13 large color 
reproductions of other fine examples 
of this craft too delicate to easily 
exhibit. 
Ohio is one of the first states to tour 
this exhibit. According to the Ohio Arts 
Council, the state was chosen because 
of its rich heritage of crafts and its 
continuing interest in American 
folklore. 
The exhibition is a prototype for a 
series of traveling exhibits com­ 
memorating the 
1976 American 


Revolution Bicentennial. The entire 
series, entitled “ The Evolution of 
American Culture,” is designed to 
assist communities throughout the 
United States in organizing local 
Bicentennial celebrations. 
This exhibit will remain on display 
at the Chillicothe and Ross County 
Public Library through August 7. 
Anyone wishing to display their 
coverlet at the Open House is asked to 
contact Mr. Don Baker, 772-5909. 
Coverlets whose history is known are 
of particular interest. 
It is also hoped that this exhibit will 
stimulate interest in forming a local 
arts council similar to those already 
organized in other Ohio towns and 
cities, to sponsor cultural events.
